the  year  1945  on  the  health  and  vital  statistics  for  the 
Borough  of  Aylesbury. 

The  duties  of  supervision  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  were  ably  performed  by  Hr.  Doris  Critchley  during  my  absence 
throughout  the  year  with  H.M.  forces. 

There  was  no  serious  epidemic  of  infectious  disease  . 
during  the  year,  and  the  general  standard  of  health,  in  the  Borough 
remained  high.  LI even  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  but  there 
were  no  deaths.  Nine  of  the  cases  occurred  in'  children  under 
15  years  of  age  and  investigation  proved  that  5 of  these  cases 
had  been  previously  immunised. 


There  were  four  cases  of  Cerebro  Spinal  i.eningitis 
notified  in  the  Borough,  one  dead  occurred,  a child  of  24  years, 
resident  outside  the  Borough. 

The  Laboratory  at  Stoke  Mandeville  Ministry  of  Pensions 
Hospital  continued  valuable  service  in  the  prevention  of  disease 
in  the  district,  samples  of  .water  and  milk  together  with 
pathological  specimens  being  reported  upon  as  a routine  measure. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  members 
of  the  Council  for  the  commendable  assistance  given  to  Dr.  Critchley 
also  to  the  Public  Health  Staff  for  their  work  in  compiling  this 
Me port .

Water  Supply. 

The  Borough  receives  its  water  supply  from  the  wells  by 
the  Chiltern  Hills  spring  Water  Company. 


During  the  year  seventeen  samples  have  been  taken  from  the 
tap  supply,  fourteen  ox1  which  were  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  the  remaining  three  for  chemical  examination. 

All  save  two  houses  in  the  Borough  are  supplied  directly 
from  the  public  wattr  mains,  the  exceptions  having  private  wells. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage . 

The  drainage  and  sewerage  of  the  Borough  is  satisfactory, 
and  is  on  the  partially  separate  system,  surface  water  from  streets 
and  building  being  discharged  to  water  courses  at  various  points. 
Owing  to  the  differences  in  level,  four  localities  are  provided  with 
pumping  stations  to  lift  the  sewage  into  the  main  sewers.  The.  e.  arc 
situated  at  Mandeville  Road,  Buckingham  Road,  California  and 
Bring  Road,

under  the  island  in  Kingsbury  Square,  used  as  a centre  for  omnibus 
services,  and  also  at  the  Vale  Ground,  High  Street;  there  is  a 
gentlemen's  convenience  adjoining  the  Cattle  Market,  and  temporally 
urinals  in  Upper  Hundreds  and  Walton  Road;

Under  the  Government's  scheme  of  priority  for 
works  of  an  urgent  and  essential  character,  9 certificates 
of  essentiality  were  issued  during  the  year. 

Under  a Defence  Regulation  made  early  in  1945  the 
cost  of  works  which  could  be  carried  out  without  Licence  was 
reduced  from  £100  to  £10,  and  Local  Authorities  were  authorise 
to  issue  licences  for  work  between  the  limits  of  £10  and  £100- 
This  procedure  to  a large  extent  superceded  the  Certificates  'f 
Essential  Repair,  and  during  the  year  240  licences  were  issued, 
147  being  in  respect  of  housing  work,  97  in  respect  of  buildings 
other  than  houses,  and  6 for  repair  of  war  damaged  houses. 

This  necessitated  a considerable  amount  of  work  in 
checking  applications  and  preparing  reports  for  the  Sub- 
committee which  authorised  the  issue  of  licences.

Two  dairies  hold  "Pasteuriser's"  licences,  9 milk 
purveyors  are  licenced  to  retail  "Tuberculin  Tested"  milk,  and 
one  to  retail  "Pasteurised"  milk,  and  another  purveyor  is  licenced 
to  bottle  and  retail  "tuberculin  Tested"  milk.  These  licences  are 
issued  by  the  Borough  Council • 

Sixty-six  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year, 
the  majority  of  which  satisfied  the  requirements  of  the  Milk 
(special  Designations)  Order.  Investigations  were  made  in  all 
cases  which  failed  to  reach  the  required  standards,  and  the  source 
of  failure  remedied,  all  further  samples  proving  satisfactory.
